The  ^ illows  Grounds 

If  rhc.  City  Council  think  that  the  sug- 
gested sale  of  the  V^illows  Fair  Grounds  for 
race  track  purposes,  with  the  use  of  the  prop- 
erty for  the  annual  exhibition  an  after- 
thought shoved  somewhere  into  the  Khcme 
ar  the  pleasure  of  the  purchaser,  is  certain  to 
be  approved  by  the  ratepayers,  we  feel  they 
ar.;  mistaken.  \l  the  Willows  holdings  are 
worth  $75,000  to  a buyer,  they  are  worlh 
all  of  that  to  this  community,  on  the  value 
of  the  land  alone.  In  a community  where 
population  has  doubled  inside  of  a single 
decade.  land  values  arc  rising  and  they  will 
continue  to  tise  Why  should  the  city  unload 
now? 

If  there  were  an  alternative  site  that  the 
city  proposed  to  develop  as  an  exhibition 
ground  that  would  alter  the  circumstances. 
None  has  been  suggested.  The  annual  Fall 
fair,  and  not  the  races,  was  the  reason  why 
the  city  acquired  the  property  in  the  first 
place  One  cannot  sell  land  and  potscu  it 
too.  If  the  corporation  puis  itself  out  of  the 
fair  grounds,  it  will  have  to  pay  for  their 
UM  in  one  form  or  another,  on  some  rental 
or  other  basis  What,  then,  would  become 
of  the  touted  $10,000  annual  deficit  ' Would 
it  nef  return  in  another  form' 

While  any  new  offer  is  always  worthy  of 
examination,  one  which  begins  with  the  loes 
of  the  Willows  property  m return  for 
$75,000  will  require  careful  study  The  city, 
we  dare  say.  would  not  sell  that  muci)  land 
anywhere  else  for  a like  amount.  At  least  it 
has  not  done  so  in  the  past  Also,  the  build- 
ings on  the  properly  were  put  there  with  Pro- 
vincial Government  help,  and  for  an  express 
purpose,  that  of  encouraging  Fall  fain 

There  has  been  repeated  talk  of  selling 
city  asMls.  but  as  yet  the  ratepayers  have 
given  no  such  mandate.  City  asMti  are  held 
in  trust.  A good  deal  more  information  will 
be  needed  before  the  ratepayers  are  likely  to 
abandon  this  one  as  •nthusiastically  as  tome 
aldermen  are  said  to  believe 

End  of  tIse  Trail 

There  may  be  some  pathos  attached  to 
the  abdication  of  a king  who  has  reigned  for 
45  years,  part  of  that  time  idolized  by  his 
people  In  the  case  of  King  Victor  Emmanuel 
history  will  assess  overwhelmingly  against 
that  his  culpability  in  the  rise  and  perpetu- 
ation of  FaKisc  power  of  Benito  Mussolini. 
By  his  consent,  even  if  technical,  he  in  effect 
condoned  the  excesses  of  the  men  he  put 
into  office,  with  disastrous  results  to  Italy, 
to  Europe  and  the  world.  It  was  the  example 
of  Mussolini  that  paved  the  way  for  Hitler, 
and  the  Italian  king  who  has  now  given 
up  his  crown  must  bear  a share  of  responsi- 
bility for  what  followed. 

Victor  Emmanuel  was  a small  man  physi- 
cally. and  events  proved  him  equally  small 
in  mental  stature.  He  had  none  of  the  vigor 
and  forthrightness  often  associated  with 
those  of  meagre  physique,  and  it  was  lack 
of  this  independence  of  character  (hat  proved 
his  downfall.  Ar  a critical  ^a»e  in  his 
country’s  history  he  failed  to  recognize  the 
strength  inherent  in  the  popularity  of  his 
Mouse  with  his  people,  and  succumbed 
weekly  to  the  threats  of  the  FaKist  Party. 
That  will  probably  be  the  ultimate  verdict 
of  (his  man— his  weakness.  It  cost  him  the 
affections  of  his  people:  it  cost  the  world, 
perhaps,  untold  misery  and  sacrifice  History 
is  full  of  "ifs.”  but  a (esolute  ruler  at  the 
time  of  the  March  on  Rome  might  have 
changed  the  course  that  ended  in  the  ruin 
of  Europe. 

It  is  in  an  effort  to  save  (he  throne  for  his 
House  that  Victor  Emmanuel  has  stepped 
down  in  favor  of  Crown  Prince  Humbert, 
but  the  latter  may  have  a reign  lasting  only 
a (patter  of  days.  Italy  is  a defeated  belliger- 
ent. but  under  Allied  policy  the  Italian 
people  will  make  its  own  choice  as  to  a mon- 
archy That  will  be  done  on  June  2 Mran- 
time  King  Victor  F.mmanuel  has  gone  into 
exile,  uomourned  by  the  subjects  he  failed 
No  other  peoples  are  likely  to  evince  much 
regret,  t

To  it  each  nation  could  contribute  some- 
thing. no  matter  how  little,  that  would  be 
rrutYTo  the  common  weal.  National  histories 
the  world  has  in  plenty,  and  how  it  hugs 
them  lo  its  bosom’  They  include  the  “we” 
and  the  *'lhev'';  tbe  "we”*  that  are  always 
right.  >and  the  “they”  forever  in  (he  wrong. 
Life,  however,  is  not  like  (bat  Can  there 
not  be  a world  truth  on  a w'orld  plane' 

A free  pr«s  —a  press  free  to  come  and  go 
across  all  borders  and  all  frontiers  in  the 
world — we  have  not  achieved  that  yet  There 
arc  still  “closecr*  borders,  with  suspicion  in- 
side. and  a gloomy  mist  outside  which  no 
human  mind  can  penetrate'  How  fast  will 
men  grow  together  if  they  arc  never  to  learn 
of  each  other'  These  things^  and  all  of  them, 
are  at  best  aims  for  the  future.  But  if  the 
world  does  not  keep  shooting  at  them  they 
w'ill  never  be  hit  Why  not  begin  with  one 
aim — a common  tongue,  say  inside  of  40 
years?

Selection  of  a naiiopal  flag  tor  Canada 
has  been  narrowed  down.  Out  of  some  2.500 
dengns  submitted  by  Canadians  from  many 
parts  of  thr  -world,  the  jomt  Senate-Com- 
mons committee  making  the  choice  for 
recommendation  to  Parliament  hat  culled  76 
for  final  consideration.  Four  charactccvstics 
are  noted  about  this  short  list— one  or  other 
contain  as  a main  feature  of  design  the  Union 
Jack,  the  Maple  Leaf,  the  Fleur-de-lis.  or 
the  Beaver.  The.se  symbols  far  outdistanced 
others  among  the  <iiffc(cn(  features  incorpor- 
ated in  a Wide  variety  of  submissions. 

If  popularity  of  symbol  is  regarded  by 
the  committee  as  a criterion- -as  it  ahould 
be — it  seems  evident  that  both  the  Union 
Jack  and  thr  Maple  Leaf  may  cxcupy  a prom 
intnt  place  in  wharrver  design  is  eventually 
adopted.  Out  of  the  76  selected  irniatively 
for  final  choke,  the  Maple  Leaf  is  reported 
HO  appear  in  whole  or  in  part  in  66  design.s. 
The  Union  Jack  is  included  in  55  of  the 
submissions. 

This  wcmld  seem  to  coincide  with  the 
Wishes  of  most  people  of  Canada.  A national 
flag  Without  the  Union  Jaik  would  not  be 
truly  representative  of  this  country,  which 
owes  its  present  stature  to  the  traditions  and 
qualities  symbolized  by  that  time-honoced 
symbol.  As  senior  Dominion  of  the  British 
Commonwealth  there  is  an  obligation  resting 
on  Canada  to  perpetuate  its  prominence. 
With  thr  Maple  I raf.  typical  feature  of  thts 
land,  the  Union  Jack  would  make  the  mmt 
desirable  combination  for  the  flag  finally 
chosen.
